Churche ſome byeathing 
time, hee returned home to his houſe; and 
though there were ſome reſiſtance made as 
gainſt him hy one that "41: the time: of 
warre , had enriched: himſelfe with £4 
ofhis goods, yet he reenitred-into- the ofice 
of his Pzeſidentſhippe; anderecuted it withs 
| out any rep2och, EX ee as — 
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men,and feared of the wicked,vntillthiscurs 
ſed S.Bartholomewes day,the four anvtwens 
tieofAuguſt, the laſt day ofa number of hos 
neſt mens liues, and of the very cheefe any. 
flow2es of Fraunce. Anvamongeſt the reff 
was this man Dela Place moſt cruelly murs 
dered in manner as followeth, 

The txitit, day abour ſixe of the clocke fn 
themozning, there came to his houle one caps 
caine Michel by name, an harquebuſier of 
Charles the ninth, whome he was the better 
content toreceiue into his houſe, becauſe he 
tooke-him to bee one of the':Ringes Scots 
tiſh garde, foz many ofthem loued him verie 
well; and offered their ſeruice to hin: 2ftens 
times, TAhen this Captaine Michel was 
thus entred into his houle , armed with an 
barquebouze on his ſhoulder, and apiſtell at 
his girdel, and a cable napkin about his left 
arme in tokenhe was: one of the murderers, 
the firff wozdes he ſpake were theſe, that the 
Dakeof aine he Ani kings commatine 
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ner they were, une of whit be murdes 
rev, he was cometothis Gentlemans houſe 
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* fie, But yethe would they ſhould ſhewe hint 
all the cold and ſilyer inthe houſe. 

Then this Gentleman De1laPlace, amas 
ſed atthe pzoudncſle of this man , that being 
but one jnthe houle , and amongeſt ten oz 
£ewel ns, he durſt vſe ſuch wo2des, als 
Ked him if he knew where he was, and whee 
ther there were a king o2 no, Towhom this 
Captaine anſwered with othes, that ſeeing 
it was (0,he ſhould goe with him to the king, 
and ſo hee ſhould knowe his pleaſure, When 
this Gentleman La Place _ this,and miſs 
doubting that there was ſome great ſevition 
in the towne,flipped out at a backe voze,thins 
king co faue himſelfe in ſome of his neigh 
bours houlcs, Jn the meane ſeaſon molt pars 
ofhis ſcruants conueyey themlſelugs away, 


and this Captaine hauing gotten about a 


thouſand crownes,as he was departing was 
- _ requeſtedby Piltres Marets daughtertorhe 
ſame Gentleman to conducther and Paiſker 
Marets her hufbanve, to ſome Catholiques 
houſe,their friend, which he did, 
Afcer this the faid1a Piace,hauing been ree 
fuſed at chzce honſes , was-conffrainet'ta 
 comehome tohis owne where hee foundhts: 
wife verp deſolate, #tomenting her elle ves 
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would haue caſt ber ſonne in lawe and hee 
daughter into the water, and alſo fo: the pzee 
Cent vdaunger fhe ſawe her pooze huſbande 
and all her familte in, But this Gentleman 
| IaPlace, ſfrengthned with the ſpirite of God, 
| and withmarueilousconſfancie rebuked his 
| wife ſharpely, laying foo2th befoze her, how 
patiently chep had to recciue ſuch atfflictions 
at Gods handes : and ſo when he had a litle 
dilcourſed vpon the pzomiles that God ma- 
yo tohis childzen, he put her in good coms 
te. 
 Afterwardehe commannded his men ſers 
Uances and maydeCſeruantcs that were left; ta. 
be called in, and as he vſed every Sabboth

When he had ended his payer, one come 
nieth and cellech him that Pailter Seneſcay 
Douilt of the townehouſe, any anumber of 
Archers were at his gates,and commaundey 
them to open the gates inthe kings name, 
and [atd that he was come to garde-LaPla- 
ces perſon, and to keepehis houſe from {poy* 
ling'by the mulcicuve : vponthis occaſion, 
this 'Gentleman 1a Place commaunded the 
reate to be opened,andſo he came in andtolve 
Hinr what laughter there was made of the 
Huguenots thzoughout all the towne, and 
chatby the kinges commaundement, adding 
theſe wozws amongſt the reft in Latine, that: 
thereſhould not one be left, that coulde piſle 
again(k a wall, Notwithſtanding he had ex-- 

p2efſe commaundement fromhis Bateftie to- 
Cnharehior were no hurt donetohim, but ta- 
buing him to the Louure, becauſe he was de» 
ſiroustobeinfkructed by him of diners mats" 
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he had to deale in,and therefoze thathe houls 
make himſelfe reavyto come to the king, * © © 

This Gentleman la Place anſwered, that 
he would thinke himfelf happy foz ener, ifbe* 
foze he departed out ofthis wozld, he might 
finde the meanes to cite the king an accompt 
of all his doings and behauiour, But fo2 that 
time conſidering what hozrible flaughters 
were committed all the towne oner, tt wouly 
be impoſſible fo2 him toget to the Louure in 
ſafetie, without creat and moff enident dauns 

ger ofhis perſon, but he might well aſſurance 
bis Maielie ofhis perſon, if it would pleaſe 
him toleane ſich a number of Archers in his 
houſe,as he ſhould thinke meete,vntill che fu« 
rie ofthe people were alitle appeaſed Seneſ< 
cay graunted him his requeff,and lefthim one 
of his Lieutenants, called'Toute "oye, any 
foure ofhis Archers, 

Shotly after that Seneſcay was departed, 
the P2efident Charon then P2oniff of the 
ParchantsofParis cametothehouſe,;and af- 
ter he had talked a'while wtth him inſecrete, 
departed andleft him foure of the towne Ars 
chers beſide the Archers of Seneſcays com-' 
panie.All the day after andthe night followe 
ng, was beſkowed in ffopping vp any rams 

Faxing the wates into the "_ and Hg ; 
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op pebbles and ſtones vp into windowes, 
fo that by this great and painefull watche 
there was ſome ltkelihood, that theſe Are
